It adds: “The firm guaran- 
tee of peace, in the final 
analysis, is connected with the 
progressive and . democratic 
structuring of all countries.** 

The journal notes the big 
anti-nuclear demonstrations in 
the West last spring and looks 
forward to even bigger ones this 
autumn. The article remarks 
with evident satisfaction that 
the demonstrations are increas- 
ingly being directed specifically 
against the United States.
